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Up  tor  Supplies 

The  major  part  of  the  area  is  v/ell  served  by  chlorinated 
mains  v/ater  supplies,  the  Eden  Uator  Board  being  the  responsible 
'authority. 

Fluoridation  is  not  carried  out. 


ScvTcrago  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  nev/  treatment  works  for  the  village  of  Langxva.thby  v;orc 
completed  v:ithin  the' year  and  nev/  schemes  ^^^ere  in  the  design 
stage  for  R;nruddock,  Mothorby,  Catterlon  and  Newton  Roigny. 


Rnfn<=ir)  Cn1  lection 

A  weekly  collection  service  is  given  to  the  majority  of 
the  villages  in  the  area,  two  vehicles  being  used  and  five  men. 

Fond  and  Drugs  Act,  19S5 

Regular  inspections' are  ma.de  of  all  the  promises  i-/hore 
food  is  handled  for  sale,  particularly  the  hotels  and  the 
catering  industry. 

During  the  year  3  cwt.  84  lbs  of  food  was  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

There  is  one  poultry  processing  promises  within  the  area 
where  regular  visits  are  ma.de  and  spot  inspections  of  birds  are 
carried  out.  300,000  birds  were  processed  in  the  year. 

Milk  supplies  in  the  area,  are  periodically  checked'  and  sampled 
and  particularly  the  untreated  supplies  which  predominate  in  a 
rural  area. 


Moat  Inspection 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  at  Kirkoswald,  where  a 
total  of  871  carcases  v/ore  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the 
year. 


The  quality  of  moat  from  this  slaughterhouse  is  excellent

Sixteen  houses  were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  or 
Undertakings  "nd  two  houses  were  demlished. 

There  v/ore  a  tota.l  of  55  houses  made  fit  by  the  ox/ners 
of  the  properties,  20  of  those  properties  having  been  the 
subject  of  Closing  Orders, 


Cpravan  and  C.nnping 

A  total  number  of  588  caravans  ^^^ere  licensed  in  the  area, 
these  being  on  the  46  sites. 

Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory  on  all  of  the 
sites  and  no  r.v^.jor  problems  vjorc  found. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Posts  ct ^  19L9 

The  Council  employ  a  part  time  Rodent  Operator'  who  deals 
T-dth  all  the  Council's  refuse  tips  and  sov/a.ge  works,  .^nd 
complaints  from  private  householders. 


Offices^  Shops  and  Railway  Promises  .-ct,  1Q68 

One  new  premises  was  registered  during  the  year,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  registered  promises  to  46,  and  24  of  these 
having  received  visits  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  little  cause  for  complaint  during  these 
inspections  and  generally  speaking  the  promises  are  small  in 
the  rural  area,  and  the  staff  occupy  reasonable  promises  and 
have  good  working  conditions. 
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
